Summary of reasons for decision: 

The Blu-ray disc contains two previously-classified features, Planet Terror and Death Proof, 
which have been combined into a double feature with the addition of four faux trailers for 
exploitation films. Both Planet Terror (OFLC 800196) and Death Proof (702480) are classified as 
objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 16 years. Their descriptive notes are, respectively, "graphic violence and 
offensive language", and "offensive language, violence and other content that may offend." The 
decisions were registered on 29 February 2008 and 19 October 2007 respectively. 

The four faux trailers are for films in the same vein as the original two features. While one of the 
trailers (Thanksgiving) contains material that might in a different publication warrant a restriction 
to adults, the brevity of the images in the context of over three hours of material, and the darkly 
comic underpinnings, lessen the impact substantially. The additional content across the four 
trailers does not provide sufficient grounds to change the original classifications.
